With the Michigan Fire- 
works Safety Act that

uary 1, 2012, the sale and 
use of consumer fire- 
works became permitted 
within the state of Michi- 
gan. Such fireworks that 
had previously been 
banned for consumers in- 


clude Roman candles, bot- 


tle rockets, and other 
items that leave the 
ground. 

“There have been nu- 


merous complaints of res- 


idents since the act be- 
came effective,” said City 
Administrator Chris 
Yonker. 

Such complaints in- 
clude the constant day- 
time and nighttime use of 
consumer fireworks. 


While the act prohibits 
the city from regulating 
use of consumer fire- 


works during federal holi- 


days, including the day 


before and the day after 
the holiday, they have the 
right to ban the use of 
fireworks the other 335 
days of the year. 

“(The ordinance] allows 
us the maximum control 
of consumer fireworks,” 
commented City Attorney 
Scott Beatty.

THE GRUNCH WHO STOLE BOYNE CITY’S GROOVE 


Mayor Ron Grunch of Boyne City, Michigan, a lake- 
side community haven for both residents and vacation- 
ers — riparian, mariner, camper, summer-homeowner, 
sailor, hiker, cycler - won’t allow alcohol to be served at 
outdoor tables contiguous to the town’s restaurants. 
He’s not alone. Four of five commissioners voted to nix 
the proposition. What is wanted is a popular vote, not 
five people. No public hearing; no inclusion of outdoor 
alcohol vote at the next meeting. That bill is dead, like 
the business it banned. 

It must be realized of course that by not providing 
this service many potential customers will go some- 
where else next time, after dining and drinking indoors 
or immediately opting to move along to the next town 
for friendlier ambience. Boaters and motor-homers can 
easily depart for Petoskey or Traverse City for their 
pleasures and take their money with them. 

What is it with these people? These few who deter- 
mine the decorous nature of dining and drinking as if 
reciting a church catechism want a tidy little environ- 
ment wherein no sloppy degenerate drunks are 
wanted. Are they unaware of the tourist trade that re- 
flects so much money spent on entertainment? Outdoor 
drinkers and diners are no more raucous or boisterous 
than your ordinary backyard cookout revelers with beer 
coolers.

DEAR EDITOR 


Td like to discuss some misconceptions related to pre- 
scription drug abuse. I’m not sure everyone under- 
stands what it means, why it’s dangerous or how 
dangerous this growing problem really is. 

To understand what prescription drug abuse means, 
you need to know there’s a reason for medications con- 
taining certain substances to be controlled by a physi- 
cian’s prescription. If you have prescription drugs to 
treat a medical condition and are following your doc- 
tor’s instructions then you are using those prescription 
drugs legally and properly. Your doctor and pharmacist 
are able to monitor potentially harmful side-effects and 
drug interactions. They can regulate your doses and 
monitor your condition. But without that careful regu- 
lation and monitoring, those same drugs can hurt or 
kill someone. 

Abuse occurs when these controlled substances are 
consumed by people with no prescription, solely for 
their intoxicating, mind-altering side effects, and often 
in an unsafe dose. There’s false belief, especially among 
teenagers, that prescription drugs are a “safe” way to 
get high. But after seeing more than 550 Northern 
Michigan deaths in the past dozen years due to drug 
overdoses and poisoning, I can tell you there is nothing 
safe about it. 

If you have prescription drugs to treat a legitimate 
medical condition, keep them in a safe place — espe- 
cially if there are kids or teenagers who might have ac- 
cess. Drugs left in a purse, a drawer or even a medicine 
cabinet are easily found and can be taken without your 
knowledge. Some prescription drugs have a “street 
value” and plenty of kids and teens already know how 
to sell whatever they can find. 

Nationwide, 2,500 teenagers per day are using a pre- 
scription drug to get high for the first time. Most of 
those who abuse prescription painkillers started doing 
so before age 15. Prescription drugs are equivalent to 
marijuana in terms of the number of 12 to 17 year olds 
who abuse them. 

You can prevent the abuse of prescription drugs. 
First, any unwanted, expired or unused medications 
should be taken to the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice, the City of East Jordan Police Department, the 
City of Charlevoix Police Department, or to the City 
Hall building in Boyne City. Each of these locations has 
a free prescription and over-the-counter drug drop-off 
box, or POD. The POD can be accessed weekdays be- 
tween 8:00am and 4:30pm. Do NOT simply flush drugs 
down the toilet. 

Second, I urge you to talk with your kids about the 
dangers of prescription drug abuse. Even if you don’t 
have prescription medications on hand, your kids can 
get them from friends and they may not realize the risk 
of severe illness or death.

Committee Anatomy of a Poster Contest 


he Youth Education 
Committee of the 
Charlevoix Area Gar- 
den Club helps the 
youth of our commu- 
nity learn about plants, gardens, 
ecology and conservation.

Saturday, June 15 marks 
the 11th anniversary of the 
Charlevoix/Emmet County 
Bike4BreastCancer Ride at 
Veteran’s Park in Boyne 
City.

INFANT DENTAL HEALTH 


When parents bring their new little bundle of joy 
home from the hospital, dental visits for baby rarely 
make the list of things to do, what with all the dia- 
pers to buy and birth announcements to send out. 
This would seem sensible at first glance, since jun- 
ior doesn’t have any teeth, but a child’s first tooth 
can appear as early as four months, and he or she 
will probably have several by their first birthday.

Ask any dentist to name the hardest kind of case 
to treat and they will almost always describe trying 
to fix badly decayed teeth on a frightened, squirm- 
ing, toddler. These situations can be prevented by 
starting dental care at a young age.

If he 
is still of sound mind and 
able to make that decision 
independently, the will 
should describe exactly 
what he wants to happen 
with every piece of his es- 
tate. 

There is an alternative 
though. It’s fine if he sim- 
ply wants to give her the 
house. But he could also 
leave her a life estate that 
says she gets the use of 
the home as long as she’s 
alive. Then, upon her 
death, it would revert to 
you. Essentially, the house 
would be left to you, but 
she would have use of it 
during her life. 

This is a more tradi- 
tional approach in these 
kinds of situations, but 
it’s your dad’s will and his 
estate. He can do what- 
ever he wants. But re- 
member, if he deeds the 
house to you and you give 
it to her, you’ll have a gift- 
tax situation on your 
hands. You don’t want to 
get into that mess!

use of low-impact fireworks, such as 
ground and hand-held sparkling de- 
vices, and novelties, including snap- 
pers, party poppers, snakes, and 
smoke balls, are permitted year- 
round. Consumer fireworks, such as 
Roman candles and bottle rockets, 
however, are limited to the day be- 
fore, the day of, and the day after a 
federal holiday. Federal holidays in- 
clude: New Year’s Day, the Birthday 
of Martin Luther King Jr., Presidents 
Day, Memorial Day, Independence 
Day, Labor Day, Columbus Day, Veter- 
ans Day, Thanksgiving Day, and 
Christmas Day. 

During the 30 days that consumer 
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fireworks are allowed, the city has re- 
stricted the hours of use. Fireworks 
cannot be ignited, discharged, or 
used between the hours of 12 AM and 
8 AM, according to the ordinance. 

The city commission also revised 
the city’s drug and alcohol workplace 
policies at Tuesday’s meeting to elim- 
inate the requirement of random 
drug testing. This will offer the city a 
$1,118 cost savings per year. 

Drug testing will continue to be re- 
quired for pre-employment, post-acci- 
dent, and in any case of “reasonable 
suspicion.” DPW employees that pos- 
sess a commercial driver’s license, 
however, will continue to participate 
in random testing, as required under 
the U.S. Department of Transporta- 
tion. 

Through the state of Michigan, 
East Jordan has also been given a 


$10,000 grant for reforestation, 
namely for the removal and replace- 
ment of diseased ash trees. Accord- 
ing to Parks Director Tom Cannon, 28 
diseased trees have already been re- 
moved at the Tourist Park and 
around 60 trees at Elm Pointe. 

“The Tourist Park was heavily hit, 
“said Cannon. “There are still two 
more ash trees that will be removed. 
Without this grant we would not have 
been able to remove all these trees.” 

Cannon and staff plan to replace 
the trees with a variety of native 
species to Michigan that will not be 
affected by the Emerald ash borer 
and other insects. 

The next regular meeting of the 
East Jordan City Commission is 
scheduled for Tuesday, June 18 at 
7pm.

CHARLEVOIX—Marvin’s Gar- 
dens was a beauty mark on an in- 
dustrial stretch of M-66 for 
twenty years. Then last July the 
green arbors, wood bridges and 
colorful plants were gone.

The historical 
schoolhouse with its surround- 
ing fields and well maintained 
outbuildings provides a perfect 
atmosphere for the nursery. 

“You don’t hear the traffic like 
before, just lots of butterflies and 
hummingbirds and people are 
browsing longer,” said Hoek- 
sema. 

Like Marvin’s Gardens, 
Schoolhouse Gardens specializes 
in unique plants and custom 
arrangements. “Right now wall 


art with pockets that hold these 
little succulents is very popular,” 
said Jeanie Alward, Schoolhouse 
associate. The drought resistant 
plants thrive in shade or sun and 
need little attention. “It’s one of 
the things we carry that most 
others don’t.” said Alward. 

The nursery will carry all of 
its usual shrubs, trees and hang- 
ing baskets as well as annual and 
perennial plants and custom con- 
tainers. Their goal is to cater 


more to landscapers as well as in- 


dividual gardeners by having 
larger quantities available. They 
sell bulk mulch and will deliver 
it and Owner Gary Marvin 
makes weekly trips downstate to 


pick up special orders and other 
unique additions. 

The vision of Schoolhouse 
Gardens is to eventually rent out 
a part of one of the outbuildings 
to possibly a whole foods or some 
sort of organic retailer and open 
a wedding consulting and dried 
flower center as well as a history 
center that will tell the story of 
the schoolhouse. “We feel the 
character of Schoolhouse Gar- 
dens lends itself to something 
like that,” said Hoeksema.

Michigan Medicare/Medicaid Assistance Program, June 2013 


As many of you may 
know, Sue Graybill has re- 
cently retired from the po- 
sition of Regional MMAP 
and Employment Coordi- 
nator at the Area Agency 
on Aging in Traverse City. 
Sue will be joining her hus- 
band in this new adventure 
of retirement, and she 
plans to spend more time 
with her children and their 
families.

Perhaps 
she may do ssme MMAP 
volunteer counseling later. 

Let me briefly introduce 
myself. My name is Jim 
Verville. I began my tour- 
of-duty in MMAP starting 
in November of 2009 asa 
Volunteer Counselor. I 
served as the Site Coordi- 
nator from June of 2010 
until April of 2013 at which 
time I was named to re- 
place Sue Graybill as the 
Regional Coordinator for 
MMAP IT enjoy working 
with our beneficiaries and 
the 50 MMAP Counselors 
located throughout Region 
10. More and more of the 
“boomers” are reaching 
Medicare age. This makes 
our jobs both interesting 
and challenging. I look for-

help our Medicare popula- 
tion in Region 10. 

Last year our team 
served 5,274 Medicare bene- 
ficiaries throughout our 10 
county region. There are 
approximately 65,000 peo- 
ple who are currently eligi- 
ble for Medicare 
throughout these same 10 
counties, so we helped 
about 8% of the popula- 
tion. We are truly grateful 
for the 50 MMAP Coun- 
selors who are part of our 
team. About half of them 
are Volunteer Counselors 
and the other half are asso- 
ciated with an agency or 
private organization. Our 
Counselors are all trained 
and certified and do an ex- 
cellent job in helping our 
beneficiaries. I can say they 
all have a heart for the sen- 
iors and those who are on 
Medicare because of a dis- 
ability. We strive to help 
our clients with health in- 
surance questions, medical 
billing is-sues, fraud and 
abuse in the Medicare and 
Medicaid systems, along 
with a wide range of other 
related subjects. 

Lastly, I want to talk 
about an issue that I see 
looming in the area of 
health insurance. The cur- 
rent session of the Michi- 


gan Legislature passed two 
bills that will reorganize 
Blue Cross Blue Shield of 


Michigan. While the full de- 


tails of this legislation is 
well beyond the scope of 
my comments, I have a 
deep concern that one as- 
pect of these new laws will 
have a huge im-pact on 
Medicare beneficiaries in 
Michigan. As a result of 
this legislation the Blue 
Cross Blue Shield Legacy 
Medigap plans will proba- 
bly disappear after June of 
2016. We have about 210,000 
Michigan residents who 
are enrolled in these Medi- 
care supplement plans. 
Very few of these sub- 
scribers are aware that the 
Legacy products will likely 
be ending in about 8 years. 
While there are certainly 
other medigap supplemen- 
tal plans available, the 
Legacy products have long 
been a favor-ite because of 
their relatively low cost 
and the excellent coverage 
offered by them. While the 
loss of these plans will re- 
sult in a major change in 
health care costs for sen- 
iors, residents who are re- 
ceiving Medicare benefits 
at an earlier age due toa 
disability will also face a 
crisis. These beneficiaries

for medigap coverage be- 
cause they are un-der the 
age of 65 and most compa- 
nies do not offer supple- 
mental plans for these 
individuals. Those that do 
offer them charge premi- 
ums that are unaffordable. 
Fortunately we have some 
time to react to this. My 
hope is that we, in Michi- 
gan, can arrive at some rea- 
sonable consensus 
regarding the availability 
and the pricing for medi- 
gap supplemental plans 
within the next three years. 
We need to ask ourselves,
